A  tornado  that  caused  at  least 
$1  million  damage  in  northern 
Manitowoc  County  Tuesday  af¬ 
ternoon  gave  area  residents  no 
warning  and  left  them  diving  for 
cover  seconds  before  it  hit. 

The  tornado,  which  struck  at 
about  5  p.m.,  destroyed  four  to  six 
homes,  a  trailer  home,  two  barns 
and  an  old  schoolhouse,  all  near 
Rosecrans  and  Zander  roads  in 
the  town  of  Cooperstown. 

It  damaged  another  six  homes 
and  ripped  out  18  power  poles, 
said  Nancy  Crowley.  Manitowoc 
County's  emergency  government 
director. 

Only  one  injury  was  reported. 
Kevin  Enz  hurt  an  ankle  scram¬ 
bling  for  cover  in  a  culvert  before 
his  trailer  home  was  destroyed, 
Crowley  said.  St.  Vincent  Hospi¬ 
tal  treated  and  released  Enz.
